THE LAW OF FAST AND ABSTINENCE 

All who have completed their seventh year are subject to the law of 
abstinence. 

All who have completed the twenty-first year of their age and have not 
yet reached their sixtieth year are bound by the law of fast. 

The law of abstinence affects only the KIND of food and has no reference 
to its QUALITY. It forbids the use of flesh meat and broth made of meat. 
Eggs and milk products are allowed; lard may be used in preparing food. 
The number of meals and the quality of food may be the same as on other 
days. 

The law of fasting affects the QUANTITY of food. It p.ermits only one 
full meal a day. Besides this a collation of eight ounces in the evening, if the 
full meal is at noon, or at noon, if the full meal is in the evening. Also some 
food, the quantity, quality being determined by approved local customs, may 
be taken in the morning. 

The use of both flesh and fish at the same meal is now permitted. 

Every Friday of the year is a day of abstinence. 

The law of fast and abstinence must be observed on Ash Wednesday, on 
the Wednesdays and Fridays of Lent, on the Ember days, on the Vigils of 
Pentecost, of the Assumption of the Blessed Virgin Mary, of All Saints, and 
of Christmas. 

All the days of Lent not included in the above, are days of fast only. 

The law of abstinence, or of fast and abstinence, or of fast only, is not 
binding on Sundays, nor on holy days of obligation (unless such a holy day 
occurs in Lent) or on the Vigils of the Assumption and of All Saiut.s when 
these Vigils are anticipated. 

The Lenten fast and abstinence cease at twelve o’clock noon on Holy 
Saturday. 

It is important to remember that the practices of fasting and abstinence 
are not merely penitential works of COUNSEL, recommended to our observ¬ 
ance, but acts of mortification of PRECEPT, enjoined by laws binding strict¬ 
ly on the conscience; and therefore not to be evaded or omitted without mortal 
sin. Various reasons, however, may exist for excuse or dispensation from 
these laws. These reasons are as a rule published each year in the “Lenten 
Regulations” of each diocese.

The angel, to calm 
her, says, “Pear not, Mary, for thou 
has found favour before God,” and 
further informs her that she is to con¬ 
ceive and bring forth a Son, whose 
name shall be Jesus, Who shall be 
great and the Son of the Most High.

EASTER SUNDAY 

Easter Sunday, the festival of the 
resurrection of Our Lord from the 
dead, is the principal feast of the 
ecclesiastical year. St. Leo called it 
“feast of feasts,” and said that Christ¬ 
mas is celebrated only in preparation 
for Easter. Tt is the oldest feast of the 
Christian Church, the connecting link 
between the Old and the New Testa¬ 
ments. The joyous character of the 
time, beside the adorning of the church 
and altars with flowers and lights, is 
marked in the services of the Church 
by the constant repetition of the 
word “Alleluia” (the Hebrew cry of 
joy, meaning, “Praise the Lord”). 

During Easter-time the paschal 
candle is lighted on Sundays and Holy- 
days during High Mass and Vespers. 
In primitive ages the newly baptized 
converts came to church on Easter 
in white robes which they did not lay 
aside for a week. The keeping of other 
feasts ends with their octaves, but 
that of Easter lasts till Pentecost, full 
fifty days. All movable feasts are 
calculated from Easter, while Easter 
itself has no fixed date; it is the 
Sunday after the first full moon fol¬ 
lowing March 21; as a result the earli¬ 
est date of Easter is March 22, and the 
latest, April 25.

CORPUS CHRISTI 

Before the thirteenth century the 
Church had not thought of establishing 
a special feast in honor of the Blessed 
Sacrament, being satisfied with cele¬ 
brating on Holy Thursday the institu¬ 
tion of this Divine Mystery. But as 
the heresiarchs dared to attack the 
Real Presence of Our Lord in the 
Eucharist and because numerous 
miracles and special revelations had 
occurred to concentrate attention on 
this dogma of our holy faith, Pope l T r- 
ban IV. decreed in 1244 that a special 
feast be instituted. 

On account of the coincidence with 
the Eve of the Crucifixion, a day un¬ 
fitted for the keeping of a high fes¬ 
tival, the Holy See set apart Thursday 
after Trinity Sunday as the Feast of 
the Blessed Sacrament. 

Its universal celebration was first 
commanded in 1264.

PENALTIES 

Every person who, without having previously paid the tax provided by 
this Act, enters a place of amusement in the province for the purpose of at¬ 
tending an exhibition, performance, entertainment or game, shall be liable, on 
summary conviction, to a penalty of not more than $50.00 for each offence, 
and in default of the payment of the fine and costs, to imprisonment for not 
more than six months. 

Every owner of a place of amusement and every employee of an owner of 
a place of amusement who permits or authorizes or is a party or privy to the 
admission of any person to a place of amusement for the purpose of attending 
an exhibition, performance, entertainment or game therein without payment 
of the tax provided for by this Act, shall be liable on summary conviction, to a 
penalty of not less than $25.00, nor more than $200.00 for each offence, and in 
default of payment of the fine and costs to imprisonment for not more than 
six months.

Dne year has elapsed since that October 
y when the Franciscan Sisters of the 
onement came to the little Alberta 
lage of Smoky Lake, to begin the first 
aymoor foundation on Canadian soil, 
e might naturally wonder by what 
Dvidence it was decreed that this group 
four Sisters should come into this field, 
strange because so new and hereto-

ed the outlook was. In the vast district

That the 
iters came was due to the missionary 
ion of their Superiors at Graymoor, 
it they have persevered through the 
roic trials of this first year is due to 
i fact that the Franciscan spirit of sac- 
ice had been so fully inculcated during 
lir time of preparation for their life’s 
rk as Sisters. Step by step beginnings

If the difficulties in the material order 
were great, progress along spiritual lines 
was also necessarily slow. The germ of 
faith requires constant nourishment and 
cultivation. Unfortunately, the spiritual 
life of these people had been for years 
neglected. Religious indifference was 
quite general and in not a few quarters 
did the Sisters encounter open opposi¬ 
tion. The wave of Bolshevistic tenden¬ 
cies which has encircled the world, has 
not left uninfluenced even our remote 
Canadian centres of the foreign-born. 
Let us not forget, however, the faithful 
ones who received the Sisters with such a 
Catholic spirit and are to-day with their 
families, their joy and crown. A more 
facile pen and a more detailed article 
would be required to chronicle the vic¬ 
tories of grace over nature and the world 
which have been won for God in these re¬ 
mote Canadian missions since the coming 
of the Sisters. 

It is only the lack of financial support 
which has hampered the Sisters and made 
their beginnings so small, but confident¬ 
ly they now look forward to extending 
their work to meet the needs of the com¬ 
munity. In this province alone, six cen¬ 
tres similar to the Graymoor centre of 
Smoky Lake should be opened immediate¬ 
ly, and the needs in the other provinces 
are not less urgent. “Pray ye, therefore, 
the Lord of the harvest that He send 
laborers into His harvest.”—Contributed.

M USIC some day will foe a compul¬ 
sory study in the public schools of 
this country. Before this the peo¬ 
ple must be taught what true music is. 
The way to do it is to have the children 
sing and hear and play music of the high¬ 
est quality. 

The average popular music, played on 
this continent is, according to good au¬ 
thorities, the most base and evil heard in 
the world. It is lacking in taste and 
musical value. It may foe likened to pro¬ 
fanity. The wretched tunes are more 
deleterious than the smut words with 
which they are sung. Children brought 
up in the atmosphere of Beethoven and 
Wagner would have souls higher in 
quality than the unfortunates to-day 
stuffed with ragtime of contemptible in¬ 
anity. 

The greatest danger that could threat¬ 
en the life of a nation is triviality—the 
invariably accompaniment of the decline 
of high ideals. It goes further. It is a 
psychological problem. The test of a civ¬ 
ilization is the quality of its sounds. The 
savage loves crudity. His talk is com¬ 
posed of clicks. His songs are harsh .yells. 
The advance of culture is measured by 
the span from the. crazy tea-dance of the 
savage to the Beethoven symphony, where 
mathematics is applied to the art of ex¬ 
pressing sentiment in sounds on the high¬ 
lands of intelligence and creative genius. 
There can foe no civic conscience, no unit¬ 
ed effort for high spiritual and political 
ends where people cannot sing together. 
It is as much a necessity for a people to 
have music as it is for an army to have 
a band on its way to battle. A demon- 
cracy that has no music in its soul can¬ 
not keep step. 

Not the least of the reasons why the 
churches are losing their hold upon the 
masses is that people have ceased singing. 
We to-day hire professionals to perform 
for us. “It is incontestable,” says La 
Prade, “that music induces in us a sense 
of the infinite and the contemplation of 
the Invisible.” Oh the dumb congrega¬ 
tions, the dumb crowds in our meeting¬ 
houses and in the streets! How they 
would be fired and invigorated if they 
could sing! This is precisely what the 
patrons of the Symphony Concerts are 
doing. They are trying to introduce us 
to the Messiah and Rigoletto, providing 
us with immense recreation and unlock¬ 


ing an infinite treasure of delights. There 
is a great deal more of soul riches in being 
able to enjoy music of this quality, more 
culture to foe got from learning to play 
one of Mendelssohn’s Songs Without 
Words than listening far into the night 
to Clara running off a barrel of records 
on the talking machine. 

Music is not a side-show. An Ameri¬ 
can cabaret is a ghastly, boresome affair. 
Here night everlasting, stolid, cheerless 
eaters and drinkers sit and listen to the 
howls and dreadful tidings! The ugly 
sounds have even invaded the sacred gus¬ 
tatory temple. Aristotle said something 
about a man being a social animal, which 
simply means lie doesn’t like to be a 
stalled ox. Who does not like to dine 
with friends and temper the sensual plea¬ 
sures of the palate with a tete-a-tete and 
a good yarn? But intellectual intercourse 
is rendered impossible in a boiler factory 
where a bunch of players scrape and 
pound out notes of dreadful preparation. 

The Musical City of the future—when 
we learn the concord of sweet sounds —- 
will compel hawkers, peddlers and news¬ 
boys to sing their wares. Consider the 
noises of thC'c-ity. He? who would render 
the greatest national good must invent a 
silencer for the noise in our cities. The 
only reason why it is tolerated is because 
we love noise. We are half barbaric. 
The elevated railways in their crash and 
bang—like the catophony of angry gods 
—catch up the dying cadences of the 
under-world orchestra—the subway sys¬ 
tem. 

Plato, the philosopher, said, “Musical 
training is a more potent instrument 
than any other because rhythm and har¬ 
mony find their way into the secret places 
of the soul oil which they fasten might¬ 
ily. ” 

“See deep enough,” says Carlyle, “and 
you see musically; the heart of Nature 
being everywhere music.” 

Says William Watson: 

Nay, what is Nature’s 
Self, but an endless 
Strife towards music, 

Euphony, rhyme? 

And Canada — the beautiful North 
Countree!! With its matchless scenic 
charm, mountains sombre and majestic, 
illimitable stretches of prairie and deep, 
swift, flowing rivers.

T HE lay apostolate is the only justi¬ 
fication for the Knights of Colum¬ 
bus. Such justification, however, 
suffices to satisfy the Church to which its 
members belong. 

Strictly speaking, the Catholic Church 
does not need such subsidiary organiza¬ 
tions. The Church is “the pillar and 
ground of truth.” She is essentially and 
primarily a teaching society, engaged in 
drawing back the veil of revelation, 
teaching men to know God, to love Him, 
and unerringly pointing out the way to 
Heaven. Yet the Church has always, not 
only tolerated, but encouraged such 
groups of Christians, provided they be 
guided by Catholic doctrine, and aim at 
Catholic progress. 

Columbianism, we proudly affirm, is 
such a society. Its works are good. Its 
ideals are Catholic. Hence it has been 
approved by the highest Church author¬ 
ity. The Sovereign 'Pontiff, time and 
time again, has given voice to his admira¬ 
tion and love for this loyal body of men. 
But orders—even religious orders—have 
been suppressed by the Church. Why? 
Because they lost their ideals. But that 
the society of the Knights of Columbus 
will ever remain what we find it to-day, a 
synonym for Christian manhood, is the 
hope and trust of the Church. One pins 
such hope to the ideals which the true 
Knight of Columbus keeps ever before 
him. 

The personality and character of Chris¬ 
topher Columbus constitute a worthy 
ideal for a Knight. To sketch his history 
and acclaim his virtues is not to our pres¬ 
ent purpose. But one may direct his at¬ 
tention to a point in the story of Colum¬ 
bus which meshes with the thought ex¬ 
pressed in the first sentence of this article. 
Columbus was a discoverer. He was (in 
the best sense) an adventurer. But he 
was more than that—he was an apostle 
of the Faith. What vessel did he choose 
to carry him on his voyage? The Santa 
Maria. Who were his chief passengers? 
Priests to evangelize the natives. What 
was his first act on reaching land? To 
fall on his knees in thankfulness to his 
Creator, and the Virgin Mother, and to 
plant the cross, the sign of our redemp¬ 
tion. The name that he gave to the island 
of the Bahamas, which was his first sight 
of the western Avorld, was San Salvador. 


Ilis first settlement he called the Nativ¬ 
ity. His first fort was named St. Thomas. 
Moreover, in the back of his mind, he 
had always the hope that beyond the is¬ 
lands he had discovered, would be found 
Asia and the Holy Land, and his am¬ 
bition was to reach this goal and lib¬ 
erate the Holy Sepulchre from the sac- 
rilegous -hand of the infidel. 

Again, the faithful member of Colum¬ 
bianism is a knight, a true knight — 
“without fear and without reproach.” 
The history of the bold old days “when 
knighthood was in flower,” is a common¬ 
place piece of knowledge even to the 
school-boy. But the romance of knight¬ 
hood never fails to thrill us moderns. For 
the Catholic man, however, knighthood 
holds a special significance. The knights 
of old were more than warriors, they 
were apostles. They were cavaliers, but 
they were also monks. They accepted 
the discipline of the army, but assumed 
the austerity of the cloister. They were 
lions of war on the field, but pious cli¬ 
ents of God and the saints in the chapel. 
They were formidable to the enemies of 
Christ, but gracious and gentle to His 
friends. They were the protectors of pil¬ 
grims and the guardians of the poor. 
They were respectful to women and kind 
to the young. They loved the Church of 
God, and revered her ministers. They 
were the soul of an honor not to be 
bought or sullied by temporal advantage. 
What an inspiration for the modern 
knight to find the pages of history illum¬ 
ined, in the words of Kingsley, with deeds 
that— 

“Tell us how our stout crusading fathers, 
Fought and bled for God, and not for 
gold.” 

The modern knight must be initiated. 
So, hits mediaeval prototype. In each case 
the ideals ^ of the Order are presented. 
Both are deeply religious ceremonies. 
Confession and Communion are enjoined 
in both instances. The modern visit to a 
church takes the place of the mediaeval 
vigil. A vow of fidelity to the Church is 
common to both. The Knights Templars, 
the Hospitallers of Jerusalem, the Knights 
of St. John were Orders of men banded 
together for the redemption of the Holy 
Land, for attending the sick, for succor¬ 
ing the poor and the harboring of pil- 
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grims. The work of the modern knight is 
somewhat different, but none the less im¬ 
portant. The day of the helmet and plat¬ 
ed armour has gone, but the Christian 
knight must still take unto him “the ar¬ 
mour of Cod,” that he may be able “to 
resist in the evil day, and to stand in all 
things perfect.” To the modern as well 
as the ancient knight, St. Paul addresses 
these words, “Stand, therefore, having 
your loins girt about with truth, and 
having on the breast-plate of justice: and 
your feet shod with the preparation of 
the Gospel of Peace: in all things taking 
the Shield of Faith . . . and take unto you 
the helmet of salvation and the sword of 
the Spirit (which is the word of God).” 

It is by living up to this threefold ideal 
of 'Columbianism —- apostolic zeal, true 
knighthood, and Catholicity — that the 
modern knight will justify his Order. 
That individual knights have been un¬ 
worthy of the name, we must candidly 
admit. There has been many a modern 
Don Quixote. Tilting at windmills is by 
no means a forgotten folly. Cervantes 
must have been a prophet as well as a 
romancer. But nevertheless the good 
ship Columbia goes sailing on, battling 
the gales and doing yeoman service for 
Holy Mother Church. In Canada, the 
Knights of Columbus can be, and are in 
many instances, the right arm of the 
Church. That is a privilege not to be 
despised. It is an honor of which to be 
proud. It brings its own reward even in 
this world, an earnest of final commenda¬ 
tion, from Him Whose honor was pro¬ 
jected, Whose ministers were revered, 
Whose Church was defended by the 
knightly sword of Faith in the hands of 
the followers of Christopher Columbus. 
Their work being done, their’s the 
epitaph: 

“The knights are dust 
And their good swords rust; 

Their souls are with the Saints we trust.”

I T was in the beginning of our Blessed 
Mother’s month of the Holy Rosary 
last year that our little band of four 
[Sisters left our dear Mother House, Gray- 
, moor, N. Y., in order to make the first 
Canadian Foundation of our society. We 
reached our destination on the Feast of 
St. Luke, October 18, 1926. This proved 
a singular and happy coincidence, as it 
was on St. Luke’s Day, twenty-seven 
years previous to this, that our Reverend 
Mother Foundress and the first Sisters of 
the Society of the Atonement took pos¬ 
session of St. Francis House at Graymoor, 
New York. 

Our little Annals of the past year give 
proof of the reality of Sister F’s first im¬ 
pressions of Smoky Lake, in her letter 
•entitled “Sidelights on Smoky Lake,” 
written to our Reverend Mother Found¬ 
ress shortly after our arrival here. 

Reprint from Lamp: 

“Dear Mother:— 

“Sister and I have had a glimpse of the 
new mission. What is the impression I 
.can almost hear you say? Looking at it 
from a human standpoint, very discourag¬ 
ing; but with the eyes of faith, how dif¬ 
ferent ! It will surely be a second Gray¬ 
moor, if only we are as faithful in the 
making. No China or African mission 
can improve upon the trials and hard¬ 
ships that await us, looking at it from 
material and spiritual standpoints. But 


God will not try us 'beyond our strength, 
and with St. Paul, “we can do all things 
in Him Who strengtheneth us,” and God 
helping us we will. Pray! Pray! Pray! 

During the past year, more than a 
thousand family visits have been made to 
the country. Some families live such long 
distances in the wilderness that it takes 
a whole day to make the trip there and 
home again. And what a task it is to get 
over those woodland trails! 

As you have read in our Annals, about 
our mission tours on the prairies, here is 
an instance of some of our visits. Mrs. 

B-, who is the mother of a large 

family of children attending rural school. 
On taking the census, we find Olga, the 
eldest daughter, is absent. “Where is 
she?” “Oh, she is at a Ruthenian school 
in Edmonton.” “A Catholic school?” 
“I don’t know, I suppose so,” was the 
reply. 

On investigation we find Olga is hap¬ 
pily settled in the Methodist Ruthenian 
Home for Girls. The school term over, 
Olga, a fine looking girl of seventeen, re¬ 
turns home for the vacation. We spoke 
to her on the subject of religion, and she 
quickly replied: “I’m no longer a Cath¬ 
olic. My companions and I have joined 
the Methodist church.” 

Not only has she joined the Methodist 
church, but is a zealous apostle in their 
cause. She has now returned to Normal, 
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and to our grief lias taken with her two 
of our most promising girls, who were 
booked for the Edmonton House, which 
we regret to say that owing to the need 
of Sisters and financial circumstances, 
will not open till next year. 


Great Need of a Clinic 

A great help in our missionary work 
would be a free dispensary and clinic, as 
this case clearly shows. Four miles 
further we get on to another “line,” and 

. call on Mrs.-. Here we find a fam- 

$ily of nine children. Ivan, the second 
'■oldest boy, 12 years, ashamed of his con¬ 
dition, hides behind the door. His face 
and neck a mass of sores; the disease has 
also eaten part of his nose. The mother 

■ said she was too poor to take him to a 
specialist. 

Through the influence of our mission¬ 
's ary Father, the boy was taken to the 
Misericordia hospital, Edmonton, where, 
under the care of the good Sisters for 
three months, lie was nursed back to 
1 health. 

Ivan has now returned home a new 
child, to the joy of his parents. While 
with the good Sisters at the hospital, he 
learned to pray, and since-his coming 
Rio me he has taught his brothers and sis- 
'ters to pray also. Every evening he 
- gathers the happy family together for 
night prayers, and to pray for his kind 
benefactors. 

Six Catechism centres have been estab¬ 
lished; some of these classes are held in 
the woods, as there are no convenient 
buildings around to gather these children. 
It will be a perplexing question what to 
do when the cold weather sets in. 

The First Communion and Confirma- 

■ tion classes have been prepared during 
A the summer, one at Smoky Lake and the 

■ •other at Warspite, seven miles west from 
« here. 

We had planned for a Sunday school 
picnic for the last Sunday of September, 
■but its fulfillment was only realized on 
t 5 the second Sunday in October. We had 
'la spell of two weeks rain, which was a 
■great drawback to the farmers. The 
%-oads were impassible for our mission 
’^activities, not to speak of picnics. When 
jwe were at last able to keep our promise 
JUve packed our “goodies” and off we 
went to find a crowd of happy faces 
•awaiting -and wondering “if the Sisters 
■would come to-day.” 'The picnic was 
•held in the Northern Moose school 
.^grounds, twelve miles from here. After 


the Catechism test and distribution of 
prizes, we had games, refreshments, in¬ 
cluding plenty of peanuts and candy, the 
latter the big attraction. The children 
all spent a very happy and enjoyable 
afternoon, and we may add that we were 
amply repaid for any little sacrifice on 
our part. 

Owing to such a wet season the outlook 
for the farmers was not very bright, 
when Father Hughes, -our missionary 
priest, went out to the Greek church, 
north, (in spite of the bad roads) and 
celebrated Mass, followed by an outdoor 
procession and special prayers for fine 
weather. This was the beginning of a 
Novena of Masses for the HOLY SOULS 
for this intention. The prayers and faith 
of the people have surely been rewarded 
—for the last three weeks they have been 
threshing day and night. 

Hundreds of rosaries, medals, and 
other religious articles and Catholic lit¬ 
erature have been distributed at our mis¬ 
sion and while making our family visits. 
Food and clothing have also been sup¬ 
plied to a number of poor families; the 
“LITTLE ONES” were the happy recip¬ 
ients -of sweaters, caps, scarfs, stockings 
and mittens. 

Let us here extend our grateful thanks 
to the good ladies of the Catholic Mis¬ 
sionary Knitting Society of New York, 
for the generous supply of children’s 
knitted articles, which they so kindly 
sent us last winter. We are likewise in¬ 
debted to the Tabernacle Societies for the' 
necessities they sent us to be used in the 
Master’s service; also to those who sent 
us Catholic literature. To all our friends 
and benefactors, who have in any way 
assisted us during the past year, we again 
repeat, as in our last issue, “GOD BLESS 
YOU.” This is our continual prayer.

V ERY few, indeed, of the Catholics of 
Alberta had the happiness of see¬ 
ing the Apostolic Delegate on the 
occasion of his recent visit to Calgary 
and Edmonton. They will be glad, no 
doubt, to receive a crumb or two fallen 
from the table of the privileged rich who 
did have that happiness. Through the 
courtesy of the Home Annual, the follow¬ 
ing lines will give them a portrait of the 
man whom the Holy Father has sent to 
Canada as his Delegate, his Alter Ego, 
the sharer of his love and solicitude for 
us his children. This portrait is neces¬ 


sarily a very imperfect one, but it will be 
traced by a loving hand, and will the ex¬ 
pression of the writer’s gratitude to Al¬ 
mighty God for the grace of having been 
allowed to come in contact with the man 
of his choice—a man after his own heart. 
And, indeed, from the moment he ap¬ 
peared on the platform of the special car 
in which he had travelled from Calgary 
to Edmonton, till his departure for Van¬ 
couver, he gave the impression, which 
soon became a conviction, of a man very 
near and dear to God, of a man in whom 
humility, kindness and simplicity were 
united to a deep and tender piety. 

The fatherly smile with which he greet¬ 


ed us, the very manner of giving his 
blessing, the way in which he extended 
his hand over us and then placed it over 
his heart told us more eloquently than 
words how glad he was to see us, how 
much he loves us. 

Monsignor Cassulo has passed his 
sixtieth year. He is of middle height and 
well proportioned. His hair is quite 
black and, like many of his country¬ 
men, he has dark features. His eyes are 
kindness itself. And the more one saw 
him, whether during the sacred functions 
at which he pontificated, or at the many 


receptions held in his honor, the more one 
felt that here was a man of outstanding 
ability, whose talents and power for good 
were only enhanced by his quiet, gentle, 
simple personality. In the Apostolic 
College our Lord had men of vastly dif¬ 
ferent temperaments, yet all called to do 
his work. Here was St. John, the beloved 
Disciple, whose head had reposed on his 
Divine Master’s breast, who had caught 
the infection of His love, and who had 
but one text from which to preach: “My 
dear little children, love one another.” 
And, in truth, that was the main burden 
of all his spoken words—love for God, 
love for our superiors, love and kindness 
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for all, but especially for such as are of 
the household of the Faith. Every mani¬ 
festation of charity or good understand¬ 
ing won his generous praise, and he re¬ 
peatedly expressed what hopes this good 
understanding and co-operation gave him 
for the future of both Church and State 
in Canada. One remarked in him an 
especially tender love for the young, and 
as he spoke to them and passed among 
them, blessing them and laying his 
anointed hands on the privileged ones 
who were nearest him, the figure and 
words of Christ came to mind: “Suffer 
the little children to come to Me, for of 
such is the Kingdom of Heaven.” Those 
■who assisted him at the blessing of St. 
Joseph’s College and of St. Alphonsus’ 
School were witnesses of his uncon¬ 
trollable emotion as he read the liturgical 
prayers which called down God’s bless¬ 
ing and protection upon the young. 

Another proof of his extreme goodness 
was the condescension with which he 


testations were addressed to the Holy 
Father and to Holy Mother 'Church, of 
whom he is the delegate, but the fact that 
he represents the highest authority in 
heaven and on earth, and the abundant 
meed of praise and honor which was 
offered to his own person, seem only to 
have deepened his humility. It was easy 
to see that while honors were heaped upon 
him and his praises were variously and 
so movingly sung, he himself was repeat¬ 
ing in his heart the psalmist’s words: 
“Not to us, 0 Lord, but to Thy Name give 
glory.” He was always anxious to em¬ 
phasize the fact that he was receiving our 
homage for the Holy Father alone. It 
was that which made him so happy every¬ 
where he went—to have evidence of the 
faith of the people and of their loyalty to 
the Sovereign Pontiff. Entirely forget¬ 
ful of himself, he was all things to all 
men, a very servant of the servants of 
God. No wonder then that all hearts 
went out to him, and that the non-Cath- 
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accepted the heavily charged programme 
of visits, functions and receptions that 
had been traced for him. We might add 
that he imposed upon himself other visits, 
in order to satisfy the wishes of some 
communities who had perforce been omit¬ 
ted from the official list. Yet notwith¬ 
standing the great fatigue consequent on 
many weeks of constant travel or attend¬ 
ant on the visits themselves, in spite of 
the fact of recent sickness from which he 
was scarcely recovered, he made all feel 
how happy he was himself to bring them 
the happiness of his visit. He had words 
of fatherly affection for all, and his 
simple exhortations went straight to the 
heart. 

An earthly monarch might well envy 
him the welcome he everywhere received, 
the protestations of love and of loyalty 
which were poured out from faithful 
hearts. It is true that most of those pro- 


olics themselves who were privileged to 
meet him, were won by the simplicity and 
affability which he, the representative of 
the highest spiritual authority on earth, 
brought to his dealings with them. 

A portrait of Msgr. Cassulo would be 
sadly imperfect if it failed to bring out 
his great piety. As he celebrated the 
Holy Sacrifice and pontificated at other 
solemn functions, he was often unable to 
control the emotions which the sacred 
words and ceremonies aroused. We felt 
that we were in the presence of a man of 
God, of a soul so given to prayer and 
union with God as to realize vividly the 
great mysteries of our Faith. When he 
knelt for a few moments before the Bless¬ 
ed Sacrament in the Churches which he 
visited, he was quickly absorbed in 
prayer, and it seemed to us that he would 
have willingly remained there forever. 
Here evidently was the secret of the ten- 
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' 

-der love for God which his exhortations 
breathed. Here, too, was the reason why 
■Jwe felt that in his presence we were very 
near to the goodness of Christ Himself, 
and why his passing among us filled us 
with such deep, inexpressible joy. We 
saw with our own eyes a man of God, a 
living exemplification of the truth that 
the priest is another Christ, 
i Much more should be said and better 
-said to make a complete and worthy por¬ 
trait of Msgr. Cassulo. All that has been 
attempted here is to bring out what seem 
to be the three principal traits of his 
character—kindness, humility and piety. 
From these three, as from their source, 
flow that affability, that simplicity, that 
gentleness and a host of kindred virtues 
which have endeared the Apostolic Dele¬ 


gate to all who have met him. Upon 
those virtues we build our hopes that the 
Church in Canada will be the happier 
and more prosperous for having him to 
guide and encourage and help her Bish¬ 
ops in the government of their dioceses. 
The talents, the administrative ability, 
the experience which Msgr. Cassulo 
brings to the new task which the Sover¬ 
eign Pontiff has imposed upon him are 
further enriched by his personal holiness 
and virtues, and all of us, of whatever 
tribe and tongue we may be, may rest 
assured that all our problems and diffi¬ 
culties will be examined by loving, sym¬ 
pathetic, competent hands, and that they 
will be decided, whenever they are cap¬ 
able of settlement, according to the eter¬ 
nal laws of justice and of charity.

T HE beginning of the 16th century- 
saw the greatest cataclysm known 
in the history of religion—the so- 
called Reformation. Explain it as we 
may the fact remains that thousands upon 
thousands in the different European 
countries were lost to the Church of God. 
Many and divers are the causes which 
friends and foes of the Church give to 
explain the why of this religious erup¬ 
tion. As we gaze back to-day we wonder 
if it were not all in the wise providence 
of the All-Redeemer to allow such in 
order to bring about a greater good. Of 
the many good results, not the least was 
the impetus given to missionary endeavor. 
While thousands in Europe Avere being 
lost to the true Faith, millions were being 
added in India, Japan, China, and the 
Americas. Intrepid missionaries, goaded 
on by new zeal to bring souls and more 
souls into the true fold, braved every 
form and manner of trial to bring the 
message of the cross to the ends of the 
earth. 

The period which we wish here to deal 
with is that between 1542 and 1760. We 
shall deal with each country separately 
in conjunction with the life and work of 
the missionary or missionaries whose 
names are more closely associated with 
its evangelization. 

It is fitting that we begin with India 
and Japan and deal with the wonderful 
work accomplished there by the Prince of 
Missionaries, St'. Francis Xavier. The 
future “Apostle of India and Japan” was 
born in 1506, of a noble family of Navar¬ 
re. At an early age he was appointed 
Papal Nuncio to India. He started mis¬ 
sionary work at Goa, and there estab¬ 
lished a college for the purpose of educat¬ 
ing the native youths as Catechists. Next 
he worked among the Parawians. This 
people had previously been baptized, but 
were then Christians merely in name. St. 
Francis’ preaching had wonderful effects 
—thousands became practising Catholics 
and many churches were built. He then 
went on to Travancore, where the people 
were entirely pagan. Within a few 
months he converted them all to Chris¬ 
tianity. The same success attended his 
efforts at Moluccas, Malacca, and other 
places. By 1548, as many ais 200,000 
native Indians were, through the direct 
work of St. Francis, converted to Chris¬ 


tianity. He next turned to Japan, arriv¬ 
ing in that country in 1549. He met with 
considerable opposition at the hands of 
some of the rulers, but in spite of all 
obstacles he was completely successful. 
Several Japanese were among his first 
converts. When he left Japan Christian 
communities flourished everywhere. 
China next claimed St. Francis’ attention, 
but unfortunately for that country, and 
for the world, death overtook him. He 
died on the Island of Sancian, in the 46th 
year of his age. 

The Jesuits continued, in Japan, the 
work so well begun by St. Francis. By 
1579 there were reckoned tqi be some 
200,000 Christians in that country. Later, 
however, principally because of the in¬ 
trigues of the Dutch, Christians suffered 
untold persecution in Japan, and a once 
flourishing Church went into decay to 
give place to the paganism which it tried 
to overcome. 

Among the more notable of the mission¬ 
aries who followed St. Francis in India 
was Robert de Nobile. He made a careful 
study of the difficulties which confronted 
the propagation of Christianity in that 
country and saw that he would either 
have to break down the caste system or 
find some other method of dealing with 
the different castes. The highest caste, 
the Brahmins, could not be persuaded to 
in any way commingle with the lower 
castes. Robert de Nobile saw the utter 
impossibility of overcoming the caste 
prejudices aiid lie determined to confine 
his labors to the Brahmins. The latter 
came to regard him as one of their own 
and many of them accepted from him the 
truths of Christianity. He arranged that 
other priests preach to the lower castes. 
Unfortunately some other missionaries 
who had tried in vain before him to make 
converts severely criticized him, but he 
was upheld in his methods by the Arch¬ 
bishop of Goa and by the Holy See. De 
Nobile spent altogether about 45 years in 
India and during that time converted as 
many as 100,000 idolators, most of whom 
were Brahmins. To Central India, at the 
close of the 16th century, the Jesuits 
brought the faith. In 1599 Christmas was 
celebrated in a most solemn manner at 
Lahore. In 1610, three royal princes were 
baptised, and was it not for several dis¬ 
turbing political events, the whole of the 
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,country would undoubtedly have em¬ 
braced the faith. 

In 'China, missionaries were also very 
successful. The most celebrated of 
China’s earliest missionaries was Father 
Ricci, a Jesuit. When he died in 1610 
there were over 300 Catholic churches in 
the different provinces of China, and 
over 200,000 Catholics. In the following 
period, in the latter part of the 17th cen¬ 
tury and in the beginning of the 18th, the 
Church in China w r as violently persecut¬ 
ed. 

The discovery of America in 1492 
opened out a new' field for missionary en¬ 
deavor. With Columbus, on his second 
voyage, came Father Boyle and eleven 
other priests, bringing the message of the 
Gospel to the American natives. The 
Spanish colonists treated these natives in¬ 
humanly, which fact made it a difficult 
matter to convert them. The missionary, 
Leo Casas, w r as among the first to have 
any success. Pie took up the cause of the 
oppressed Indians against the colonists, 
but seeing that his efforts were thwarted 
by his own fellow-countrymen, he left 
America and returned to a monastery at 
Madrid. 

In 1519, Cortes added Mexico to the 
Spanish possessions. He was full of zeal 
for the spread of Christianity, and invit¬ 
ed some Franciscans to come to the newly 
acquired territory to preach Christianity. 
From Spain, in 1524, came Father Martin 
and twelve other missionaries. These 
soon opened schools and colleges and in¬ 
structed the youth of Mexico, not only in 
the truths of Christianity, but in profane 


learning as well. They met with much 
success. In 1526 the Dominicians and 
the Fathers of Our Lady of Mercy came 
to Mexico, followed later by the Jesuits. 
By 1551 as many as a million Mexicans 
had 'been baptised by the Franciscans 
alone. Among the more distinguished 
among the early Mexican missionaries 
were Betanzos, John of Ghent, Leo Casas, 
and Zumaraga. In 1547, the See of Mex¬ 
ico was raised to metropolitan rank. 

From Mexico the faith was brought 
to South and Central America. First 
among the missionaries into these coun¬ 
tries were the Dominicians and Francis¬ 
cans. In 1518 an Episcopal See was 
founded at Los Angeles, and in 1534 one 
atNicaragua. Father Betanzos, who had 
preached so successfully to the Mexicans, 
founded many new r provinces. In 
Guatemala the faith Avas preached by the 
equally famous Leo Casas. Vera Cruz be¬ 
came an episcopal see in 1556. 

As early as 1560 the Dominicians found 
their way to South America. Several of 
them suffered martyrdom, but they per¬ 
sisted in their determination to reclaim 
that country from the darkness of pagan¬ 
ism. Perhaps the most celebrated of the 
South American missions wais that es¬ 
tablished in Paraguay by the Jesuits. 
Here they found a race barbarous and 
cruel—'So barbarous and so cruel that 
some of the earliest missionaries from 
Spain thought it would be impossible to 
convert them. But here, as elsewhere, 
the grace of God followed the work of 
the preachers of the divine word, and 
soon untold thousands received baptism, 
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'being converted to tbe Christian faith. 
So splendid and so rich in results was the 
work in Paraguay that even Voltaire des¬ 
cribed it as “the triumph of humanity.” 
In Ecuador successful work was done by 
tiie Dominicians and Franciscans, fol¬ 
lowed later by the Jesuits. Father Fritz, 
.a German priest, converted as many as 
twenty-nine tribes in this region. In 
1609 the Jesuits opened ia College at 
Quito, the capital. The end of the 17th 
century saw as many as 550,000 Catholics 
in Ecuador. In Peru and Brazil, the mis¬ 
sionaries were equally successful. In 
1546, Lima, the birth-place of St. Rose, 
^ ” and the capital of Peru, was raised to 
metropolitan dignity. The natives off 
Brazil were found to be quite low in the 
scale of civilization, many of them prac¬ 
ticing cannabilism. Wonderful work 
was done among them by Fathers An- 
chuta and Nobregu. Much the same suc¬ 
cess crowned the efforts of the mission¬ 
aries in the other countries of South Am¬ 
erica. 

In North America also, in spite of many 
obstacles, the missions were in some mea¬ 
sure successful. Attempts were made as 
early as 1549 to found a Christian colony 
in Florida, but at first this effort proved 
in vain. In 1601, however, missions 
started by the Jesuits, continued success¬ 
ful. In Texas, a mission was started in 
1688. In New Mexico the spread of Chris¬ 
tianity was very rapid. In 1597 a mission 
was started there, and by 1608 upwards 
of 8,000 Indians were baptized. Similar 
results followed the work of the mission¬ 
aries in California. The State of Maine 
was visited in 1612 by Fathers Beard and 
Massi. Missions were founded there, but 
later destroyed by the English, 
c Canada was first colonized by the 
French. Not till the 17th century, how¬ 
ever, was there any real attempt to Chris¬ 
tianize the 'Canadian Indians. In 1608, 
Beard and Massi, two famous Jesuits 
= named above in connection with the evan¬ 
gelization of the American natives in the 
State of Maine, came to Canada and 
preached in different parts of what is 
now Nova Scotia and New Brunswick. 
They were followed :by the Recollect 
.Fathers, in 1615, chief of whom was Le 
Earon. Next came the Jesuits, among 
them the famous Brebeuf and Lalement. 
Progress was rapid. The two principal 
tribes were the Hurons and Iroquois. The 
whole Huron tribe was converted. A col- 
_ lege was established at Quebec in 1635. 

The establishment of a convent and hos¬ 
pital at the same place followed some few 


years later. In 1674, Quebec became an 
episcopal see with Laval as first bishop. 
The Iroquois were a warlike and fierce 
tribe. They continually warred on the 
more civilized Hurons, and finally almost 
exterminated the latter. Many mission¬ 
aries suffered death at their hands. The 
cruelties meted out to Fathers Brebeuf 
and Lalement were terrible in the ex¬ 
treme, equalling anything recorded in 
the pages of Martyrology. After a time 
some progress was made even among this 
fierce tribe. When they made peace with 
the French in 1667 they asked for mis¬ 
sionaries,' and Fathers Fremin, Brugas 
and Pierron were sent among them. Some 
2,500 Iroquois became Christian, includ¬ 
ing the sainted Indian maiden, Tegah- 
wita. 

Into the West the missionaries next 
made their way, reaching as far as the 
head (end) of Lake Superior. In 1641, 
Fathers Jocques and Raymbault arrived 
at the Falls of St. Mary’s, and preached 
to thousands of Indians. By 1647 there 
were as many as forty-two Jesuits labor¬ 
ing in Canada west, including what we 
now call Ontario. In 1661, Father Men¬ 
ard started to Green Bay and Lake Sup¬ 
erior. Nothing was ever heard of him 
afterward. He, like many another, gave 
his life that God’s Kingdom might be ex¬ 
tended. We would think that such an 
event as Father Menard’s death would 
dismay other missionaries. Such was not 
the case. Only four years later, Father 
Allouez started out to the same parts, and 
labored there for some thirty years. With 
him labored the two zealous men. Fathers 
Dalton and Marquette. While we cannot 
say that the missionaries were so success¬ 
ful in North America as in South America 
yet we must say that they accomplished 
a great work by exploring and blazing 
trails, which made later efforts more 
easy. 

What the world owes to the mission¬ 
aries of the 16th and 17th centuries will 
perhaps be never truly appreciated. The 
story of their toils, sufferings and priva¬ 
tions is one . which can always be the 
proud boast of the true Church of Christ, 
and must ever remain an inspiration to 
all future generations of Catholic mis¬ 
sionaries, both lay and cleric, who are 
called to the noble work of propagating 
the Faith “once for all delivered to the 
saints.”

1 1 A HE Saddle Lake settlement was es¬ 
tablished during the spring of 
1927. This area of land lies north¬ 
east of Edmonton, on the north side of 
the Saskatchewan river, the nearest rural 
town being St. Paul de Metis. The road 
leading west from St. Paul brings the 
traveller into the heart of the colony. It 
is practically the only road leading into 
the area. There are numerous trails 
which lead either to the agency or Sacred 
Heart mission, which lies ten miles from 
the west boundary. 

The size of the colony is 4 miles by 3V2- 
The land was all raw land and possessed, 
when taken over, no improvements. Title 
was received in 1926, but it was too late 
in the season to make any improvements. 
A good start was made during the spring 
of 1927 on arrival of the settlers. A lot 
of inconvenience took place owing to 
buildings not being ready on arrival of 
the settlers. They were, however, pro¬ 
vided with tents and moved into the 
houses in the rotation they arrived from 
the Old Country. The buildings are small, 
20 ft. by 20, of pioneer type, but fairly 
good, giving the families a little bit more 
than the crudest sort of accomodation. 

Little Or no land was under cultivation 
for 1927, but 40 acres have be n broken 
on each unit, and disced ready for seed¬ 
ing in the spring of this year. Wells have 
been put down on practically all holdings. 
The average depth of the wells is SO feet, 
and the water is good. Some of the set¬ 
tlers fenced their land in legal way. A 
team of horses was given to some of the 
settlers shortly after arrival, also one 
cow, and to some, hens. This block of 
land is supposed to be very good so far as 
the soil and rainfall is concerned. Each 
unit is priced on its own merits, some 
parts priced at fifteen dollars, some at 
ten dollars, and other parcels at five, tak¬ 
ing into consideration prairie lands, 
heavily timbered land, and low-lying. 
Each unit consists of 160 acres, with the 
exception of three, which are half sec¬ 
tions. The fifty-one units are occupied 
by settlers from Ireland, England and 
Scotland, the bulk of them coming from 
northern Ireland. The counties of Ty¬ 
rone, Derry, Fermanagh and Antrim are 
well represented. Invernesshire, Scotland, 
is also well represented. Lancashire, 
England, also counts to advantage. These 


fifty-one families have 182 children 
ranging in age from 15 years downwards. 
They are fine, healthy, robust children. 
They are mostly j r oung families, who emi¬ 
grated for the sake of their children, con¬ 
ditions in their home countries having 
been going from bad to worse, some heads 
of families only earning two shillings a 
day, and some, less. On their arrival in 
this country an effort was made to get 
employment, immediately. (Somie were 
very lucky in getting constant employ¬ 
ment. An extension of the present St. 
Paul line employed many, also the new 
line from Owlseye to Bonnyville. Some 
obtained work with farmers. Some of 
these farmers employed men, depending 
on the growing crop for payment in the 
fall; difficulties crept up occasionally 
there, but everything was mended in the 
end. The "wives looked after the homes, 
and maidens went in for domestic service. 

The mothers, at home, had quite a live¬ 
ly time of it between the scare of the 
Indian passing by, with his glossy black 
hair hanging over his shoulders, and with 
that terrible insect, the mosquito. The 
year 1927 will be well remembered by 
the settler as the mosquito year. 'Some 
suffered severely and had to be treated 
by the good Samaritans of St. Theresa’s 
hospital, St. Paul. The wounds are still 
very apparent on some of the women. 
One little girl declared that Father Mac- 
Donell told them everything about Can¬ 
ada, before leaving Ireland, correctly and 
with truth, safe that he did not mention 
about these squitos. The winter comes 
along on the tail of the mosquito pest and 
Jack Frost declares himself, with dignity, 
as king. The cold weather did not effect 
the colony much, but a few were caught 
and nipped. Dropped ears, scared noses, 
frozen fingers were apparent at the first 
big drop below zero. One little .girl of 
12 years had a very narrow piece of luck. 
'She left for the colony store, on a beauti¬ 
ful clear evening, and on her way home 
her feet got frozen. Early in the morn¬ 
ing, the writer was called to see her. She 
was raced to hospital. It was thought 
she would lose all her toes and perhaps 
one of her feet, but her children friends 
gathered together in their improvised 
chapel and prayed, and the latest news is 
that she might only lose one toe. She is 
still in hospital. Apart from these

transitory maladies, the health of the 
colony has ibeen splendid. Four new ar¬ 
rivals were very tenderly received at 
their respective homes. The spiritual side 
of the colony was attended to from the 
beginning of the first arrivals. Mass, 
first of all, was celebrated in the open 
air, and when the houses were erected, 
the barns were commenced, and one of 
these was used for devotions; since the 
weather got cold, an old Indian establish¬ 
ment has been put in roder for a church. 

A new church has been started, but the 
early winter put a stop to its progress; it 
will be finished in the spring. The church 
will be dedicated to Our Lady of Success 
and 'St. Theresa. It is difficult to get 
money for a new church right away from 
poor settlers newly established. There is 
one thing attached to these settlers—the 
Faith is warm. It is a great thing to 
have an extra new 'Catholic parish spring¬ 
ing up from such raw lands. It is to be 
hoped that the faith of St. Patrick and 
Columcille will stand the many darts 
brandished at it from far and near. 
“Stand fast Craigelachie” is the colony’s 
motto. The school question has been a 
draw-back. The children, to their de¬ 
light, of course, have not been attending 
school since they left the old land.. Gov¬ 
ernment red tape once more. Every ef¬ 


fort has been tried by those interested in 
the children since their arrival, and be¬ 
fore it to get a school, but without avail. 

The children did not expect that any 
Canadian would remember them at 
Christmas time, consequently they were 
desiring to be home in Ireland, England 
and Scotland, where Santa Claus' worked 
havoc, with his reindeers descending from 
the Grampian, sleighing the black north, 
or tearing through the plains of Salis¬ 
bury. Yet, parcels started arriving, a 
few days before Christmas, from the Boy 
Scouts, and from the Kiwanis club 
through Colonel Scott of the Land Settle¬ 
ment branch, Edmonton. The days be¬ 
fore Christmas, the children prepared 
nicely to come and adore the Infant Jesus 
and each one received Holy Communion. 
At Midnight Mass, 130 adults received 
Holy Communion. In the morning the 
priest proclaimed that Father Xmas was- 
coming to visit them at 3 o’clock—and at 
that hour all united together in their little 
hall, welcomed the old man in and helped 
to unburden his heavy load. 170 children 
were there, and declared that Canada was 
not such a bad place after all. First 
Christmas in Canada, and evidently there 
are friends who not only remembered to 
send us good cheer—they also sent us lots 
in kind. Thanks, we feel at home.

T HE CHURCH desires us to sanc¬ 
tify the course of the year by fol¬ 
lowing her in the different mys¬ 
teries of her liturgy, and by endeavor¬ 
ing to excite in our hearts the senti¬ 
ments that animate her. With the 
sanctification of the year, according to 
the spirit of the Church, our piety will 
become more firm and lively, and more 
agreeable to God. With this in mind it 
will be the object of the Catholic Home 
Annual for 1928 to put before its readers 
in as few words as possible what is neces¬ 
sary—and so to the purpose. 

Of course every well informed Catholic 
knows that the Church year begins on the 
first Sunday of Advent, ‘but for con¬ 
venience, the order of the civil year will 
be followed: 

The universal expression of happiness 
voiced to friends at this time has had its 
origin and inspiration in a Christian sense 
from proximity to the great feast of 
Christmas. It is the octave of Christmas, 
as well as the first day of the New Year. 
, In olden times the New Year was 
marked by the celebration of the Saturn¬ 
alia. which festival was characterised by 
heathen orgies and excesses. The present 
k us tom of seeing the Old Year out and 
the New Year in, with up-to-date excesses, 
is as far removed from the spirit of Chris¬ 
tianity as the pagan Saturnalia. AVhile 
the Church takes no official cognizance 
fof the New Year, except as a feast day of 
our Divine Lord, yet our Divine Lord’s 
submission to the law on this day should 


inculcate in us a desire to follow His ex¬ 
ample. We have broken the law of God 
many times in the past year. Shall not 
the New Year see better things from us? 

The Feast of the Circumcision 

Starting then with January, we find 
that the very first day of the year is a 
Holy Day of obligation, the feast of the 
Circumcision of our Divine Lord, on 
which day attendance at Mass is obli¬ 
gatory. This feast commemorates Our 
Divine Lord’s submission to the law en¬ 
joined by God under the Jewish dispen¬ 
sation, and also recalls to mind that we 
must “put off the old man,” as we come 
out of the old. year; and as we take up the 
duties of the new year “put on the new 
man, who is created in justice, and holi¬ 
ness of truth.” (Eph. IV., 22-24). 

The Holy Name of Jesus 

At this ceremony of the Circumcision 
a name was given to the child. Our Di¬ 
vine' Lord received the name of Jesus. 
And as we reverently pronounce this Holy 
Name, which had been communicated to 
the Virgin Mary at the time of the An¬ 
nunciation, we are reminded of the feast 
of the Holy Name of Jesus, which takes 
place on the first Sunday of January. 
The veneration of the Holy Name is every 
day increasing and the members of the 
Holy Name Society should promise them¬ 
selves to increase their efforts to see 
“that every tongue shall confess that the 
Lord Jesus Christ is in the glory of God, 
the Father. (Phil., 11, 11).

Epiphany 

Epiphany, the Christmas Day of the 
Gentile world, recalls our adoption 
amongst God’s people. However, this 
festival solemnizes more particularly the 
apparition of the star, announcing our 
Saviour’s birth. The story of the 
prophecy, the Wise Men, their journey, 
gifts and symbols, is familiar to us all. 
Indeed, this does once more remind us 
that it is well always to have God’s bless¬ 
ing on our work. The Epiphany was a 
great, feast of the Church as early as the 
fourth century, according to St. Gregory 
■Nazianzen. In the East solemn baptism 
Ms a custom of the day. The name Epiph¬ 
any is of Greek origin, meaning illumina¬ 
tion, with a mystical meaning of the light 
of Baptism, alluding probably, to an 
ancient tradition that at Christ’s baptism 
in the river Jordan lights appeared. The 
feast commemorates three features of the 
manifestation of God’s glory. 1—When 


the Magi adored Him. 2—The voice from 
Heaven during this baptism proclaiming 
Him the Son of God. 3—God’s Glory in 
the miracle of changing water into wine. 

The Purification 

And presently January slips by and we 
come to February, a month dedicated to 
Our Lady of 'Sorrows. On the threshold 
of this month, February 2nd, we have the 
feast of the Purification. 

The Jewish law demanded that after 
giving birth to a child, a woman must 
visit the temple to be purified. The 
Blessed Virgin was not bound by this 
law, yet she obeyed and made an offering 
of a pair of doves. The Jewish law pre¬ 
scribed such offerings. The Church does 
not prescribe, but does suggest the de¬ 
votional advisability of presenting gifts 
of candles for the altar. 

Candlemas Day 

This feast is also called Candlemas Day

on account of the candles blessed for use 
on the altar throughout the year, and to 
be distributed to the faithful for use in 
the home. These candles should be kept 
in a convenient place to serve at the hour 
of death, or for communion of the sick, 
etc. The blessing of candles began in the 
Church about the eleventh century. 

Churching 

After child-birth a woman should avail 
herself of the first opportunity of imitat¬ 
ing our Blessed Lady by presenting her¬ 
self to be “Churched” and to thank God 
for the safe delivery, for the happy birth 
of the child, and also for its second birth 
in the sacrament of Baptism. An offer¬ 
ing of the offspring to Ilim and a promise 
to exercise great care that the child is 
trained in the fear and love of God, will 
indeed be most appropriate. The bless¬ 
ing of God is asked upon both mother and 


child that they may be found worthy to 
attain, together, the joys of everlasting 
life. 

Blessing of Throats 

A very popular feast is that of St. Blas- 
ius, celebrated on the 3rd of February. 
This holy man was bishop of Armenia, 
and also a martyr. Through his interces¬ 
sion many miracles have been worked, 
especially among those ill with throat 
troubles. On this day throats are blessed. 
St. Blase, as he is popularly known, suf¬ 
fered martyrdom during a persecution in 
his native land. Holding lighted blessed 
candles, arranged in the form of a cross, 
touching the throat, the priest says: 
“Through the merits and intercession of 
St. Blase, bishop and martyr, may God 
deliver thee from all diseases of the 
throat, and preserve thee from every 
other evil.”

The word Septuagesima means seventy; 
Sexagesima, sixty; Quinquagesima, fifty; 
and Quadragesima, forty. Applied to the 
Sundays which precede Lent in the order 
named above, they recall old customs, 
practised toy early Christians of com¬ 
memorating seventy, sixty, fifty and 
forty days of Lent, at various times. 
Previous to the third century the period 
of days for Lent varied. Since then the 
practice of the Church has been the same 
as to-day, corresponding with the num¬ 
ber of days spent by our Blessed Lord, 
fasting in the desert, or, according to 
some, to the number of hours spent by 
our Saviour in the tomb. 

Marriages 

It will be noted that beginning with 
Ash Wednesday, February 22nd of this 
year, that the Church law forbids solemn¬ 
isation of marriages until after Easter. 
Also, from the first Sunday of Advent, 
this year December 2nd, until Christmas 
Day, this prohibition applies, for reasons 

I which Catholics will understand. 

Lent—Ashes—Fast 

The Fast of Lent is, according to the 
most ancient traditions of Apostolic insti¬ 
tution. The object of the Church in es¬ 
tablishing this was to instruct her chil¬ 
dren in the obligation of doing penance 
during their whole life, and to prepare 
them to celebrate the Resurrection of 
Jesus Christ by making them partake in 


some degree, in His sufferings, through 
which it was necessary for Him to pass 
before entering into His glory. Lent, 
then, is pre-eminently a season of pen¬ 
ance, and it brings this year on the 22nd 
of February, a day known as Ash Wed¬ 
nesday, so called on account of the aslies- 
the Church blesses and puts on the heads, 
or foreheads of the faithful. The sprink¬ 
ling of ashes on tlie heads was a peneten-- 
tial practice of the servants of God in the 
Old Law, and it was introduced into the 
Church in Apostolic times. With a sin¬ 
cere destestation and sorrow for our sins, 
and with a firm purpose to do better in 
the future, we should approach the altar 
railing to receive the ashes on our heads. 
It is well to keep in mind that the Church 
demands that we approach the sacraments 
of penance and Holy Eucharist during the 
Paschal time which begins the first Sun¬ 
day of Lent, February 26th, and ends 
Trinity Sunday, June 3rd. 

A Double Festival 

The Annunciation is both a festival of 
Jesus Christ and of His Holy Mother, be¬ 
cause it was on this day that the Word 
was made flesh,” and Mary became the 
mother of God. So in the chaste womb of 
sinless Mary, who was conceived of the 
Holy Ghost, the work of man’s redemp¬ 
tion was begun. This feast takes place 
on March 25th. 

Two other feasts of importance take 
place during this month—that of St. Pat-

Joseph, spouse of the Blessed Virgin, on 
March 19th. 

Ember Days 

During the week following the first 
Sunday of Lent occur the Ember days. 
February 29th and March 2nd and 3rd. 
These days come periodically and in due 
succession recur with the four seasons of 
the year. Pope Calixtus instituted them 
in the third century. On these days we 
should pray to obtain God’s blessing on 
the fruits of the earth, to thank Him for 
His bounty in giving fertility to the earth, 
and to ask for all graces of which we are 
in need. 

Holy Orders 

; On these days we should remember in 
our prayers students aspiring to the sac¬ 
red ministry. The orders of the priest¬ 
hood are conferred in grades. We have 
first the Minor Orders—Porter, Reader, 
Exorcist Acolyte, and then Holy Orders— 
Subdeacon, Deacon and Priest. Tonsure 


is a preparatory step to Minor Orders. 

Passion Time 

As the Lenten season advances, the 
gloom and sorrow becomes deeper, and on 
Passion Sunday, March 25th, the Church 
begins to draw even greater attention to 
this mystery of sorrow by covering 
statues and pictures, and the crucifix 
over the altar with purple veils, to remind 
us of Our Saviour’s concealment from the 
people some days before His Passion. 
Some special devotion on our part during 
these two weeks will be suitable and ap¬ 
propriate. 

Palm Sunday 

The triumphal entry of our Divine Lord 
into Jerusalem is commemorated on Palm 
Sunday, this year April 1st, when palm 
is blessed and distributed to the faithful. 
This is of Apostolic origin. After this 
celebration which takes place before the 
High Mass, the Church desires us to en¬ 
gage at once in the celebration of our 
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Divine Lord’s Passion in the liturgy, and 
the Gospel of the day. 

Tenebrae 

On Palm Sunday, Holy Week, “The 
Great Week,” begins. During these days 
the mystery of Calvary is the centre of all 
devotion. On Wednesday, Thursday and 
Friday evenings, tvherever possible, is 
sung the office called “Tenebrae.” This 
name is derived from the ceremony of 
gradually extinguishing the lights, ex¬ 
pressive of the deepest mourning, and in 
memory of that darkness which covered 
the whole earth at our Lord’s Crucifixion. 
Those pasasges from the holy writers are 
read, which give truest utterance to sighs 
and lamentations at the death of the 
Lord. There are fifteen lights on a tri¬ 
angular candlestick and one is extin¬ 
guished after each psalm, until one only 
is left. This is not extinguished, but hid¬ 
den for a time, and then restored to show 
that death could not really take Jesus 
Christ, though for a little while it seemed 
so. 

Holy Thursday 

Holy Thursday was inaugurated in 
memory of our Lord’s last supper, when 
He instituted the Blessed Sacrament. On 
this day only one Mass is said. During 
the Gloria the bells are rung, after Avhich 
they are silent until the same part of the 
Mass on Holy Saturday. To-day, also, 
the Archbishop consecrates the holy oils, 
which are used in the administration of 
the sacraments throughout the year. The 


Sacred Host, consecrated at this Mass for 
the service of the following day, is taken 
in procession and placed in a repository. 
After the Mass the Blessed Sacrament is 
removed from the principal altar, which 
is divested of all its ornaments. All lights 
are then extinguished, except those on 
the altar of Repository. 

Good Friday 

There takes place on Good Friday the 
unveiling of the cross which is venerated 
by the priests and the people. Because 
the Sacred Host has been consecrated on 
the previous day, the Mass on Good Fri¬ 
day is called the Mass of the Presancti¬ 
fied. A Passion Sermon, with the Sta¬ 
tions of the Cross, are features of this 
day’s devotion, in which all Catholics will 
take part. 

Holy Saturday 

On Holy Saturday new fire is struck 
from a flint and blessed. From this the 
sanctuary lights are lighted. The Paschal 
candle Is blessed, five grains of incense- 
being blessed and fixed in it, in the form 
of a cross, twelve prophecies concerning 
the coming of our Saviour are read in 
order, the baptismal font and the Easter 
water are blessed and the Litany of the 
Saints recited. The bells are rung for the 
first time since Thursday. 

Easier 

The Church speaks of the festival of the 
Resurrection, the greatest of all her fes¬ 
tivals, calls it in every part of the divine 
office “the day the Lord has made.” All

the days of the immortal life of Jesus, 
previous to that of His resurrection, were, 
according to St. Paul, the days of His 
humiliation; whereas, this is properly 
called the day of His glory, since it was 
by His Resurrection that, the broad seal 
of heaven was affixed to his doctrines. 
His other miracles confirmed, His mission 
proved, and all His labors crowned. 
Easter Sunday this year falls on April 
8th. 

The Easter Duty 

The Easter duty is the popular expres¬ 
sion to indicate a church law which 
obliges all Catholics to go to confession 
and receive IIolv Communion during the 
period known as Easter Paschal Time. 
This year Easter Duty period begins on 


Sunday, February 26th, the first Sunday 
of Lent, and closes on Trinity Sunday, 
June 3rd. It is expressed as an obliga¬ 
tion that all Catholics receive the Sacra¬ 
ments during this period. They will re¬ 
ceive more frequently, of course. 

The obligation extends even to sick and 
infirm who are unable to come to church, 
only in such cases, when notified, the par¬ 
ish priests will administer the Sacraments 
in the home. 

Easter Movable Feasts 

Easter occurs on the first Sunday fol¬ 
lowing the first full moon that comes 
after March 21st. It cannot, therefore, 
be earlier than March 22nd, or later than 
April 25th. It regulates all the movable 
feasts of the Church, and all the Sundays

Patron of the Church 

The third Sunday after Easter is the 
feast of the Patronage of St. Joseph, hon¬ 
ored on this feast as the patron of the 
Universal Church. Next after the Blessed 
Virgin, 'St. Joseph occupies a place of 
honor in the prayers of the Church. 
Rogation Days 

Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday be¬ 
fore the feast of the Ascension are called 
Rogation Days; days of solemn supplica¬ 
tion and prayer. The Litanies of the 
Saints are recited on these days, as on the 
St. Mark's Day, April 25th. This prac¬ 
tice began in Burgundy at a time when 
the people suffered much from earth¬ 
quakes and extended gradually through¬ 
out the Church. 

Ascension Day 

Ascension Day was instituted to com¬ 
memorate the Ascension into Heaven, 
forty days after His resurrection. By 
His own power and in >sight of His Apos¬ 
tles and others, He ascended into Heaven. 
There He intercedes for us and invited us 
to the place prepared for ns, which we 
shall one day possess, if we follow His ex¬ 
ample. He suffered before His Ascension 
and we too must suffer before we can 
enter into Heaven. This day is a Holy 
Day of obligation and falls on May 17th. 
Ember Days 

i Another quarter tense takes place in 
May and the beginning of June. May 
,30th, June 1st and 2nd are Ember Days. 

Pentecost Sunday 

The newly baptized in the early days of 
the Church assisted at Mass in white gar¬ 
ments, which they, the day before, re¬ 
ceived at baptism. And so, we have the 
name Whit-Sunday. The Church name is 
Pentecost, or fiftieth, commemorating the 
fiftieth day after Christ’s resurrection. 
On this day we celebrate the descent of 
the Holy Gho9t in the form of tongues of 
fire upon the Apostles. This feast comes 
on May 27th. 

Corpus Christi 

This festival dates back to the middle 

of the thirteenth century and was insti- 

m 


tuted then by a Bull of Urban IV., and 
was confirmed by the general council of 
Vienna, 1311. This confirmation was due 
to opposition, to the errors of some who 
then preferred a false philosophy to the 
belief of all Christians in the preceding 
ages. Of course, the Blessed Sacrament 
was instituted on Holy Thursday, but this 
day is set aside for exclusive attention to 
the Holy Eucharist. The processions in 
Catholic countries on this day, and within 
its octave, are public testimonies of the 
faith, love and gratitude of the faithful. 
June 7th is the date of this feast this 
year. 

St. Vincent de Paul 

On the 19th of July is celebrated the 
feast of St. Vincent de Paul, confessor 
and founder of the Lazarists and the Sis¬ 
ters of Charity. He is called the Father 
of the Poor. So many good works did he 
perform that his name has become syn¬ 
onymous with charity. He is the patron 
of the well known and worthy St. Vincent 
de Paul Society. 

St. Anne 

The mother of the Blessed Virgin Mary 
is commended to our recollection on July 
26. The devotion to St. Anne is very 
popular, especially among married wo¬ 
men, of whom she is the universal patron. 

The Visitation 

The visit of our Blessed Lady to her 
cousin, iSt. Elizabeth, is celebrated on 
July 2. A long journey through the hill 
country of Judea to visit the excellent 
mother of St. John the Baptist, is the 
meditation offered. 

St. Dominic—The Rosary 

The feast of .St. Dominic occurs on 
August 4th. His wonderful success in 
missionary work, attributed to the special 
means of grace, “The Rosary,” given him 
for that purpose by the Blessed Virgin, 
makes very interesting reading. 

The Assumption Into Heaven 

August 15th is the beautiful feast of 
the Assumption of Our Blessed Lady 
into Heaven. We believe that the Blessed 
Virgin Mother’s body was, after Her 
Death, miraculously preserved from cor¬ 
ruption and immediately, or almost im¬ 
mediately, united to Her soul in Heaven.

she was conceived by her mother, St. 
Anne, she was immaculate, unstained by 
the taint of original sin — through a 
special miracle of God, Who could not be 
born of a mother subject to Satan at any 
time, however brief. 

Christmas

He therefore exposed the 
Blessed Sacrament, threw open the doors 
of the Church, and invited them to the 
Real Presence of the Source of all con¬ 
solation. By some writers it is thought 
that the number of hours selected was de¬ 
signed to make amends by contrast of 
lights, flowers and public prayer for the 
darkness, desolation and loneliness of the 
same number of hours in the tomb. 


of tenure to Alberta 


T PIE Institute of the Sisters of Ser¬ 
vice is a missionary society that 
has for its object the sanctification 
of its members and the spiritual care of 
the most abandoned souls in the outlying 
districts of the great. “Field at Home.” 
The members, like any other sisterhood 
after a thorough training, take the usual 
vows of Poverty, Chastity and Obedience. 
The reception and care of immigrants at 
tlie ports, and the charge of hostels in the 
large distributing centres is also part of 
the work of the Sisters of Service, and 
their little mission centres now stretch 
from the port of Halifax to the foothills 
of the Rockies. 

Since the stormy winter night in the 
month of January, 1925, when the first 
three Sisters of Service bid adieu to the 
Motherhouse in Toronto, and started for 
the mission field in Alberta, there has 
been a steady onward march of S.O.S. 
from Ontario to Alberta. At the present 
time there are eleven Sisters in this arch¬ 
diocese. 

In Vilna the Sisters have a hospital, 
which, though small, is a very busy place, 
and is keeping four Sisters more than 
occupied within its precincts. While 
very unpretentious in appearance, there 
seems to be a charm about .the place—for 
everjmne who has seen the work done 
there seems to have a warm place in their 
heart for the poor little hospital, and it 
is easy to realize the good which is being 
done there. The school at Vilna is also 
in charge of the Sisters, and is making 
for itself a good educational record. 


Another hospital, “St. John’s,” at Ed- 
son, was opened on the Feast of the Im¬ 
maculate Conception, 1926, and solemnly 
blessed by His Grace the Archbishop. St. 
John’s is a twenty-bed hospital, and is 
filling a great need in that part of the 
province. Four Sisters are in charge of 
the hospital, and these Sisters also take 
charge of the Sunday school. 

In Edmonton, the first of the S.O.S. 
missions in Alberta, the Sisters are occu¬ 
pied during the winter months, in teach¬ 
ing catechism through the mail. This is 
a work which is growing apace, and one 
which is especially adapted to the needs 
of our Western Provinces. His Excel¬ 
lency, the Papal Delegate, to whom this 
work was exhibited and explained on his 
recent visit to Edmonton, expressed his 
approbation, and bestowed his blessing 
upon the work. Since September last, 
over five hundred pupils have been added 
to the lists, and nearly all are showing 
great interest in studying, and sending in 
their answers to the catechism lessons, 
which are corrected by the Sisters and re¬ 
turned to the children. Large quantities 
of good Catholic reading matter are also 
sent out from the Edmonton mission 
house. During the summer months the 
Sisters travel through the country teach¬ 
ing catechism to the children, and prepar¬ 
ing them for the Sacraments. 

The Sisters of Service endeavour is in 
its mere infancy as yet, but we hope that 
within the next decade, that with the help 
of God, the work for which the com¬ 
munity was founded, will have proved its 
value to the 'Church in the West.

To look after these fifteen class-rooms, there are fifteen teachers 
hired—six nuns and nine lay teachers. There are about 600 pupils in the 
schools from St. Peter’s and St. Paul’s Greek Catholic parish and from St. 

The pupils of the XI. and XII. grades go to the Public High 
school, and the Board pays the government-set fees for them. What makes

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of assessable property held by Catholics. The Separate schools take care of 
one-iifth of the school population of the city, and yet they receive only one- 
fourteenth of taxes, set apart for school 

purposes, and consequently receive -- 

only one-fourteenth of the company 
taxes. In 1926 the Separate School 
Board raised (keeping the mill rate the 
same as it is for the Public school dis¬ 
trict) by tax levy, by company taxes, 
by government grants, etc., $20,288.69, 
while it took $22,550.69 to operate the 
school for the year. To make up the 
deficit of $2,270.00, St. Patrick’s parish 
had to make a straight donation of the 
whole sum.

And now, what is the point? In what 
way is this article of interest to the read¬ 
ers of a Catholic journal? Well, the in¬ 
tention is to show that the tendency of 
the day is to do something worth while 
for the other fellow. It is also hoped that 
it will impress several good man with the 
fact that there is strength in unity. There 
was no unity nor fraternity among cave¬ 
men. 

There are in Alberta to-day approx¬ 
imately five hundred Catholic men over 
eighteen years of age and under fifty-five 
whose efforts—worthy though they be— 
are weak and ineffective, because they 
lack the strength of unity. We suggest 
to them, for their own satisfaction and for 
the good of the ideals they would realize, 
that they seriously consider joining the 
Knights of Columbus, that their aspira¬ 
tions for greater things may bear fruit. 

In fairness to yourself and in justice to 
the 700,000 members of this Order, we 
ask you to investigate the reason for the 
establishment of this society forty-five 
years ago. There is greater need of it to¬ 
day than then. Its sphere of activity has 
grown so that now you find it foremost 
in giving aid in all distress and affliction. 
After these years of the most prudent 
management and wise investment, the 
Order has amassed a treasury of several 
millions of dollars and it has lost no op¬ 
portunity to assist those upon whom has 
fallen the heavy hand of misfortune. In 
proof of this, we ask the reader to view 
the record of the Knights of Columbus in 
such cases as the San Francisco disaster, 
the explosion at Halifax, the fires in On¬ 
tario, Chelsea, Salem and Minnesota, the 
floods in Colorado, Kansas, Ohio and 
Texas. Ask the governments of Canada 
or the United States for the achievements 
of this Order during the world war and 
for its record in re-establishing disabled 
soldiers since the armistice was signed. 
Go to the veterans of any country and 
ask them to tell you of the Knights of 
Columbus army huts over which was 
placed the familiar sign: “Everybody 
welcome—everything free.” Invite the 
opinion of the Catholic hierarchy and 
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they will probably express it in the words 
of the Holy Father himself: “We are 
with them on their ever ascending path.’’ 
Go to any member of the Order and he 
will tell you that he is proud of his mem¬ 
bership because of the splendid oppor¬ 
tunities it affords to be a shareholder in 
an organization that is endeavoring to 
give service to God and to humanity by 
properly directed efforts in the practice 
of charity, unity, fraternity and patriot¬ 
ism. 

Think it over in the silent, stock-tak¬ 
ing houi's. Don’t be a caveman. 


ST. FRANCIS AND JOY 


The month of October brings to us each 
year the feast day, or better still in the 
language of Holy Liturgy the birthday, 
Natalitia of St. Francis. October 4 is a 
day of rejoicing for all the lovers of the 
Seraphic Father, as it was a day of in¬ 
effable joy for Francis himself. For it 
was a day whereon he laid down the bur¬ 
den of the flesh and went out from the 
prison of his mortal body into the joy of 
his Lord. His death was a triumph—the 
last of a long, long series of victories be¬ 
gun in the day of his youth when tramp¬ 
ling upon flesh and blood, he wedded 
Lady Poverty and kissed the lepers. 
Others are conquered by death, but Fran¬ 
cis as a conqueror goes forth to meet it 
with a hymn of praise upon his lips. He 
enters into eternal rest and happiness 
with sweet music of his own Canticle of 
the Sun still ringing in his ears. For 
Sister Death has come to open to him the 
gates of Heaven and he invites My lord 
Sun, Sister Moon, His Sisters the Stars, 
Sister Water, Brothers Fire and Wind to 
bless and praise the Lord. 

The joy of his death was but the echo 
of the joy of all his life. For Francis al¬ 
ways was a joyous man. He loved to call 
himself Christ’s troubadour. As a youth 
he was the gayest of the gay and after his 
conversion, although he ever wept tears 
of compassion for his crucified Lord, he 
was like the Apostle ever overflowing 
with joy, even in his tribulations. 

Love of God, charity to our neighbor 
and duty done open the flood-gates of 
true happiness. No saint was ever 
gloomy. They all loved innocent joys 
and pleasures, and St. Francis himself 
culled happiness and pleasure wherever 
he went. 

His biographers tell us that “with 
Christ and because of Christ” he had the 
tenderest, most knightly love for the 


“Mother all loving.” In fact he had 
manifested this devotion to the Blessed 
Virgin Mary from his earliest youth. The 
remembrance of her filled him with joy 
ineffable, for did she not give us “the 
Lord of Majesty as our Brother?” Did 
she not share the poverty of her Divine 
Son, and thus become doubly dear on that 
account.—Franciscan Review.
